I which they, or any three, or more of them ſhall think fit, to be repaired unto; And in the name of beth 
4 Houſes of Parliament do give hearty thanks ro ſo many of them as have already contributed by way of 
1 Loane, or Gift, any Money, Plate, Horſe, or Arms, according to the Propefirions of both Houſes of 
1 Parliament, heretofore:publiſhed:in that behalf, Afſuring all and every of them, that rhe ſaid Houſes 
© are very ſenſible of their alacrity and duty therein, And doreſolve to be as carcfull of their ſafety and 
© welfare, asof their own, and to live and ; bo with them in this cauſe : And likewiſe, that the ſaid per- 
ſons here under-named, or any three, or more of them do acquaint, not onely thoſe, but _ the 
| reſt of the ſaid Inhabitants who have not yer contributed with the neceſſity of ſubſcriptions for Plate, 
and Money, {till preſſing, and accordingly defire, and ſtir up them, and every of them to under-write in 
a Book provided for that purpoſe(and wherein their names ſhall be Regiſtred, whether they under-write 
or no) ſuch ſums of Money and Plate as may teſtifie their reall and full performance of their late Pro- 
reſtation, and ſacred Vow to Almighty God, andof their readineſſe to joyn with the reft of the well 
affected Subjets of the Kingdom; and us the Lords and Commons, who are reſolved to purſue this 
work with-our Lives, Perſons, and Eſtates, for their preſervation aſwell as for our own. And becauſe 
the ſucceſle of this neceſſary deſign, depends much upon the ſpeedy diſpatch thereof : It is therefore 
further deſired, that all ſuch Perſons as ſhall hereupon ſubſcribe as aforeſaid, bedefired by the parties 
employed to take their ſubſcriptions, inſtantly to bring in one third part of the ſaid Money or Plate 
ſubſcribed by each of them reſpeQively to the Treaſurers for Mony or Plate formerly appointed in the 
Guild-Hall London, who ſhall thereupon give Receipts for the ſame in manner and form already Or-
